A WILD KANSAN'S DREAM.
It has been discovered that in the clos¬

ing hours of tho Plfty-soventh Oongrose
Representative Weoks, of Kansas, intro¬
duced a joint resolution providing for tho
oroction by,the National Government of
a etatuo of John Brown at KlchmonW.
The resolution proposed an appropriation
of $2ô,0O0 for the slutuo, and provided that
It should bo placed on tho postofflco lot.
The resolution rocltod that Brown was
instrumental in beginning tho activo
movomont for the abolition of slavery,
which had bonefltcd tho South moro than
an yother section, and that for this rea¬
son it was appropriato that tho statue
bo orected at Richmond.

It Is said that
It was drawn by certain Grand Army offi¬
cials, It waa undoubtedly intended ee
an offset to Wie Virginia movomont to
have a statue of Goneral Leo placed ili
the National Capitol, 'ino resolution will
almost certainly bo offered again when
tho Flftyiolghth Congress convenes In
December.

NORTH STATE POET..
Mr. John Henry Boner, ? native of

North Carolina, and a writer Of note,
died here Jast night, In tho nfty-nlnth
year of his ago. Ho loaves a wife, but
no children, Mr, Boner was one of the
most gifted writers the North Stato has
produced. His ""Whispering Pines," a
volume of poems brought out by the
Brentanos, of New York and Washing¬
ton some years ago, attracted attention
on both sides tho Atlantic, and" is re¬

garded as containing some of the finest
specimens of lyric verse written by an
American poet. About eighteen years
ago Mr. Bonor went to New York, whore
he soon fell in with Edmund Clarence
Stedman and Other celebrated writers,
who, recognizing his gonlus, were quick
to express their appreciation. Ho was

employed oh an editor of the Century,
and later of the ¡-Standard dictionary,
and was then for some timo in tho lite¬
rary department of tho New York Bun-
day World. Later ho was editor of tho
Literary Digest, but his health having
become greatly impaired, lm returned to
this city about olghtcen months ago and
resumed the position "f proof-roader In
the Government printing office. Death
resulted from consumption. Mr. Bonor
was born at Salem. N. C.

MILITARY MANOEUVRES.
The War Department ìh ut a loss to

explain the tdowncss of Stato troops to
avail themselves of tho opportunity to

get. the Krng-.Torgensnn filies, such as

are used In tho regular establishment.
Indeed, tho department Is surprised to
learn that there Is opposition on the
part of National Guard officers In some

of tho States to using tho Krngs, One
New York regiment has declined posi¬
tively to displaco tho old Springfield.
The National Guard of the District of

Columbia will take part in military
manoeuvres along tho Potomac In con¬

nection with troops of the regular army,
or will go into encampment with regular
troops near some military post. There
Is no doubt that tho War Department
would be glad to have tho Virginia
troops exercise with the regulars for a

week or two this summer. It would be
highly benencial to tho volunteers, and
probably en.ioyablo also.
Captain Cowles, a brothor-ln-law of

President Roosevelt, who has been naval
attache to the President slnco tho death
of President McKinley, will command tho
battleship Missouri, now under construc¬
tion at Newport News. The Navy De¬
partment is informed that tho work on
tho Missouri is SO per cent, completed.
The work is going forwnrd at tho rate
of 2 per cent, a month. The battleship
will not be put In commission probably
before 1904.

NEW BUILDING.
The commission appointed at the last

session of Congress to select a sito for
the new office building for the .Houso of
Representatives, held a short meeting to¬
day. The committee con.-.L-.U of Messrs.
Cannon, Hepburn and Richardson. It Is
probable that tho building will be located
to tho southeast of the Capitol at ?
Street and New Jersey Avenue, The
structure is to cost about »3.500,000. The
Pennsylvania Railroad Company Is much
exercised as to tb_e provable location of
the building, as the company will have
to tunnel Capitol HIU to reach the Union
Station, it will build under an act of the
last Congress. It is feared that a tunnel
under a building o£ ejKih enormous
weight as will .be that of the new gov¬
ernment building, win weak«· the found¬
ations.
